The police force ol .Denver has a new

The Board of Alderman by a vote of 
tijjht to six parsed an ordinance relat- 
ing to water rules. It does not make 
half the reduction iu rates that the 
public claim to bo entitled to under ,i 
contract with the water company aiid 
it imposes a burden upon the people 
for 15 years. There is great indigna- 
tion among the taxpayers and threats 
of lynching the eight Aldermen, who 
voted for the ordinance, were freely 
made. The 
police were detailed to 


guard the residences of the alleged 
boodlers, none 'if whom dared to ven- 
ture out on the public streets, without 
a body guard of policemen. 


In Denver, as in many other places, 


there ia a ring which controls the pat- 
rounge of the city aud works every 
oliicu for all thoie is in it. The bood- 
UTH run things to suit themselves re- 
gardless of law. Those who share in 
the spoils support the boodlers at the 
polls, and by resorting to every known 
species of fraud, manage to control the 
offices. 
Favored 
corporations 
are 


granted franchises which enable thorn 
to fleece the public. Contracts are 
awarded tomembers.of the gang exclu- 
sively, and tho treasury is plundered 
to enrich the spoilsmen. Tho most 
flagrant outrages are perpetrated by 
the bosses, and as tho ring is all-pow- 
erful the people aro powerless, unless, ( 
as they threaten to do, they take the • 
law in their own hands aud hang a few 
of tho principal boodlers.

in the United States Circuit Court to

sustained the demurrer of Mrs. 


Leland Stanford in the suit brought 
by the General Government against 
tho estate of the lute Senator Stanford 
for a recovery of moneys on account of 
Central Pacific railroad debts. The 
Court biiftained the demurrer on the 
ground that individual stockholders 
were not liable for tho debts of the 
corporation, and, while the Govern 
mt'iil ^a- given timo in which to ille 
tin uim'ii'l.'it complaint, it is. understood 
fiat to-ilii;, 's dei'i'-i m practically 
the case. 


The derision i'J favor 01 Mrs. Htim- 


t'ord in iho Government suit against 
tho Stanford estate for $15,001 >,000 i, 
considered a complete victory for tho 
defendant. Judge Eoss intimated that 
the law did not favor the action of the 
CJovcvrimbiit, and held that the Central 
1'auiflc was in every way amenable to 
the laws of California. These laws, 
making tlie stockholders liable for the 
dobK of corporations, did not nilert 
Stanford, because tho Stockholders' 
Liability Acts were passed after th» 
Government had made the contract 
with the Central Pacific

BOSTOX, Juno 29.— The largest and 


probably the most powerful IBDS ever 
coiislructed has just received the flu 
iahing touches in the establishment of 
Alvau G. Clarke A Sons of Cambridge. 
Tho lens is intended for tho observa- 
tory on the shores of Lake Geneva 
Wisconsin, which is being built as a 
gift for the Chicago University by Mr. 
Verkoa and which is to be known as the 
Verkes Observatory. 


Thia lens is 42'.. inches on tiie sur- 


face diameter aud weighs 500 pounds, 
The exposed surface or aperture of Iho 
lens will be forty inches, the other 
two inches aud u. half being taken up 
by the casing. 
This makes it four 


inches larger than ibe Lick telescope 
in California, which bas heretofore 
held the place of honor.
